Concert Here March 25

Jerry Busby, a talented young 
Tyler musician, will be presented 
in a piano recital by the Texas 
Eastern School of Music of Tyler 
Junior College, Thursday, March 
25, in the College library at 8 
p.m. The recital is open to the 
public without charge. 

Since the beginning his piano 
study at the age of nine with Mrs. 
W. C. Huff, Busby has achieved 
wide recognition in musical cir¬ 
cles.

THS Choir Gives 
Program At TJC 


For five years he received su¬ 
perior ratings in the National 
Piano ^ Guild auditions, and also 
received the Gold Medal in the 
Recording Contest of the Guild. 
For three years he earned superior 
ratings in the Texas Music Teach¬ 
er’s Theory and Performance ex¬ 
aminations. 


Valedictorian of his graduating 
class at Roberts Junior High 
School, busby was a member of 
the school band orchestra, and 
choral groups. In Interscholastic 
League Music Contests, he won 
three first division ratings. While 
in the ninth grade he tried out and 
became a member of the National 
Association of Rudimental Drum¬ 
mers. 


Upon entering Tyler High 
School, Busby continued his piano 
study with Oscar Ziegler, inter¬ 
nationally famous concert pianist, 
at the Texas Eastern School of 
Music. Shortly thereafter, Busby 
won the piano Concerto Contest 
sponsored by the East Texas 
Symphony Orchestra and ap¬ 
peared as soloist with the orches¬ 
tra, playing the first movement of 
Beethoven’s Concerto No. 3 in C 
minor. 


Tyler High School’s a cappella 
choir gave a program of semi- 
classical and popular music Tues¬ 
day, 10:16 in the TJC library. 

The program included: 

“Life Is A Song,” featuring 
Helen Shank, soprano, as soloist; 
“Clap Your Hands” by George 
Gershwin; “Cindy” the old square 
dancing favorite arranged by 
George Wilson; and “Adoramus 
te Christe,” a semiclassical num¬ 
ber famous among all choruses. 

Featured, on the program along 
with choir was Jerry Busby, so¬ 
loist on “Malguana” and accom¬ 
panist on “Battle Hymn of Re- 
public.” 

; . Officers of the choir are Bill 
Billingsley, president; Frances 
Blackley, vice president; Mary 
Ann Butler, secretary; and Bob 
Buford, student director. 


Last year Busby was awarded 
the Tyler Coterie Club scholar¬ 
ship for music study at TJC. This 
year again he is on scholarship at 
TJC from an'anonymous donor. 

At present Busby is a senior in 
Tyler High School, holding mem¬ 
bership in the A Cappella Choir 
and serving as president of his 
school’s ' National Honor Society. 
For the past four years he has 
been a member of the East Texas 
Symphony Orchestra, playing 
bassoon and tympani. Busby also 
is an officer in the Boy’s Coterie 
Club. 

Fpr. his program Busby will 
pla-y: .“Pzch. toccata and Fugue 
in D minor” by Bach. “Four Scar- 
lotti- Sonatas” by D. 'Searlotti, “The 
Carutvai” by Schumann, and 
“Two Chopin--Etudes* by Chopin.. 

Busby is one of the most talent¬ 
ed pianists in Texas, according to 
all those who have heard him 
play. Joseph Kirshbaum, head of 
the Texas Eastern School of Mu¬ 
sic, when asked about Busby’s po¬ 
tentialities replied: 

“Potentially all of his talent is 
in the right proportion to. aim for 
a professional career as a concert 
pianist. He is one of the most 
talented people I have run across 
in twenty years of teaching in col¬ 
leges. There is no reason why he 
cannot do anything he wants in 
professional music.”

M. Oliver’s Farm 

Ag Boys Have 1 
Hew Laboratory 

Rich warm earth is flying, hoes 
hoes are reaching the melting 
point, and backs ache as the hor¬ 
ticulture students of TJC begin 
the farmer’s most difficult chore 
—spring planting. 

A greenhouse on the M. Oliver 
farm, ten miles north of Tyler, 
has been secured by lb Rice, Tyler 
Junior College agriculture instruc¬ 
tor, for the use of the horticulture 
class in its’ laboratory work. 

Students have, in the green¬ 
house individual flats and boxes 
of soil in which to root cuttings, 
set plants and plant seeds. In the 
flats are cuttings from such plants 
as Marianna plum, fig, grape, Al¬ 
thea, roses and blackberries. 
Sweet potatoes, Irish potatoes, 
strawberry plants and onions are 
also planted in the flats. 

Planted in the boxes of soil are 
peaches, mimosa, spinach, beats, 
begonias, English peas, carrots 
and kidney beans. 

Each students will be required 
to keep notes on the progress of 
his individual flat and box to show 
the various stages of growth and 
the time required for germination 
and development of different 
plants.

Former Tyler Junior College 
Gridders have been going about 
the business of making names for 
themselves during spring football 
drills of various senior colleges 
throughout Texas. 

Names of ex-Apaches were men¬ 
tioned prominently in reports from 
various training camps. 

Jimmy Dickey, Tyler’s great 
quarterback of 1953, is a top candi¬ 
date for the quarterback post at 
the University of Houston, ac¬ 
cording to various reports received 
at TJC. 

Coach Clyde Lee of Houston 
University said: “I like- the way 
Dickey caught on to our style of 
play.” He is conscientious, a clever 
ball handler and good passer. 

His toughest competition, inci¬ 
dentally,. came from Don Flynn, 
sophomore-to-be and quarterback 
on the ’ strong Houston freshman 
team last fall. 

Three ex-Apaches brought 
prominent mention during spring 
drills at North Texas State. 

Neville Spiers, All-Big Six con¬ 
ference guard for TJC last season, 
was running on the No. 1 Eagle 
team until sidelined by a shoulder 
injury. He is expected to be back 
in shape next fall, however. Full¬ 
back Bill Medlen, an all conference 
selection at TJC is expected to 
see much action next season. 

Charlie McGinty, great end for 
TJC two seasons ago and a stSrter • 
on the North Texas State team of 
1953, is back for another year’s 
action, and undoubtedly will earn 
a starting berth, according to re¬ 
ports from the Denton college 


campus. 

Ernest Winfrey, 190-pound 
Apache end in 1953, made a spir¬ 
ited bid for a starting terminal 
post with the Eagle squad during 
spring drills. 

Another ex-Apache, Lawrence 
Strickland, one of the greatest 
centers in the history of junior 
college football, was figured to do 
heavy duty for the Eagles in 1954, 
but the 240-pound pivot man de¬ 
cided to turn pro. 

Strickland, a native of Tyler, 
was drafted last season by the 
professional Chicago Bears, but de¬ 
cided to stay in college football 
for 1953. He still had another year 
of eligibility when he signed his 
play-for-pay contract with the 
Bears. 

Johnny Campbell, Royce Town¬ 
send, Bobby Beal, Alvin Beal, and 
Charlie Dees are former Apaches 
now playing for Trinity University. 
According to reports from the San 
Antonio school, all are expected 
to be starters during the fall of 
1954. 

Campbell and Dees . transferred 
to the Trinity campus this se¬ 
mester. Townsend, Bobby and Al¬ 
vin Beal, did their playing for TJC 
in years past. 

Billy Wayne Andrews, former 
great Apache back reported to 
Trinity only to be drafted into 
the Army.
